The refusal of the children of Israel to possess 
the land of Canaan, when God had brought them 
to the borders of it, is frequently referred to in 
both the Old and the New Testaments. It is al- 
ways presented as a significant illustration of the 
manner in which God deals with mankind. 
Wherever men are placed in the same circum. 
stances, God acts towards them on the same prin- 
ciples. Let us inquire, then, whether there be 
any lesson of instructi 
from this interesting narrative. 

1. God had promised to Abraham with an 
oath, that He would give to his posterity, the land 
of Canaan for a possession. ‘This promise he 
had frequently repeated, and, on the strength of 
it, they had, in obedience to his command, esca- 

ed out of the house of bondage. 

2. The Lord had, by a series of miracles, de- 
livered the people from all the dangers of the des- 
ert; he had divided the Red Sea for them to pass 
through ; he had caused water to flow out of the 
rock that they might drink; he had fed them 
with bread from heaven. His cloud had led them 
by day, his fiery pillar had enlightened them by 
night. He had given them his law, written with 
his own hand on tables of stone. ‘Thus, in every 
way, had he taught them that they were under 
his special protection, and, that, following his di- 
rections, all that he had promised them should 
surely be fulfilled. 

3. He had brought them to the borders of the

5. This refusal was wholly unreasonable. 
They were, as Joshua and Caleb said, well able 
to possess it. ‘They had the promise of Jehovah 
for their unchangeable support. They had seen 
instances of his power and faithfuiness vastly 
more impressive than thisin which they were re- 
quired to trust him. ‘There was really nothing 
to prevent their taking possession of the Jand but 
their own selfishness and want of religion. 

6. God took them at their word. He declar- 
ed that as they refused the good land, they should 
never enter it. He turned them back into the 
‘wilderness, where they wandered forty years un- 
til this whole generation was consumed. The 
blessing that was intended for them was confer- 
wed upon their children. When afterwards they 
would have gone up, they were forbidden. They 
found no place for repentance, though they sought 
it carefully with tears. ‘There is nothing which 
God punishes so severely as neglected opportuni- 
ties, 

And now let us apply the principles here re.

Frienvs anD Breturgy op THE Am. anp For. Bisie Soc: 

Met as we are to celebrate the Sixth Anniver- 
sary of the Society, permit me to tender to you 
my sincere congratulations that our efforts in this 
good cause have thus far been owned of God, and 


crowned with success. [t is true the Report of 
the Treasurer to which we have just listened, 


shows a slight diminution in the amount of re- 
ceipts during the year; but there js nothing dis. 
couraging in this. There are various ways for 
accounting for this deficiency in receipts other 
than attributing it to a diminution of interest in 
the good cause. It is admitted on all hands that 
the country has been called to experience an un. 
precedented pressure in monetary affairs, and 
that all our benevolent societies have suffered, 
more or less, from the scarcity of funds among 
their patrons. But prospects in this respect be- 
gin to brighten. The country is gradually re- 
gaining its former prosperity, and the means of 
the Society’s advancement will soon be more 
abundant. Besides the many thousands of con- 
verts added to our churches during the year, will 
greatly augment the strength of our cause. They 
love to read the word of God, and will cheerfully 
aid in circulating it amongst others. 

Here the President dwelt upon the importance 
of imparting Bible instruction to our numerous 
converts, and gave the following extract from a 
work of the learned and esteemed Alexander Car. 
son, LL D., as an exposition of his own views of 
this matter. 

“ Zeal for the purity of divine truth, has not 
kept pace with zeal for the salvation of sinners. 
The great doctrines of the reformation are gene- 
rally lowered and modified. Theories have been 
invented to soften some of the features of divine 
truth, in order to form a more extended ground 
for codperation and love. An unsound and a 
chimerical criticism has been employed to lower 
all the distinguishing doctrines of grace. Where 
now are the friends of ancient orthodoxy? Are 
there not multitudes who adhere to the strong 
views of truth professed by the reformers? Are 
they afraid to contend earnestly for the faith once 
delivered to the saints? Is it more important to 
propagate the gospel, than to preserve its purity ? 
Paul was unceasingly employed in combating the 
corruptions of the gospel. He considered the 
smallest modification or alloy as constituting an- 
other gospel; and instead of teaching the disci- 
ples to regulate their doctrine by the philosophy 
of the age, he warned them against the deceptions 
of philosophy. Let not Christians then, provoke 
the Lord to give up his truth to be trampled upon 
by its enemies, by their sinful backwardness to 
acknowledge and defend it. All the zeal at pres- 
ent manifested by the man of sin, all the efforts 
of Atheism, are not so much to be dreaded as the 
present apathy among Christians regarding the 
integrity and purity of divine truth.” 

The President observed : Now in the extension 
of Messiah’s empire, whatever imperfections may 
be ascribed to other instrumentalities, it is our 
happiness to know that the messengers we send 
are absolutely perfect. The Bible is exactly right. 
It is neither too orthodox, nor too practical, too 
doctrinal, nor too experimental. It is just what 
God intended, to make men wise unto salvation. 
It is true, the Bible alone cannot convert the soul 
to God. The letter, alone, killeth, but the Spirit 
giveth life. And wherever the word of God is 
sent, there the Spirit is found to accompany its 
sacred truths to the hearts and consciences of 
men. 

Here the President alluded to the memorial of 
a missionary at Calcutta, to show the remarkable 
difference between our situation and that of the 
heathen. Unse.ter in its most stubborn form is 
the characteristic of heathenism. Hence was 


never seen the word of life, and who will proba. . 
bly die in ignorance of its sacred truths. Again 
and again, as she thought of her mother, and her 
ignorance of the Bible, she was heard to sigh out,

was called to lie on the bed of death, with a bright 
prospect of immortality and eterna) life herself 
she seemed anguished for her benighted ‘aia, 
And the last words that she articulated were on 
My Moruer!

The President sat down amidst a burst of 
emotion. 


The annual Report of the Board of Managers 
was then read by Rev. Rufus Babcock, D, D, Cor. 
responding Secretary of the Society. It was an 
able document, and was highly characteristic of 
the author’s pith and perspicuity. It will of course 
be printed, when you will be able to make such 
extracts from it as you may deem desirable, 

Bro. Levi Tucker, of Buffalo, moved the ac. 
ceptance of the Report, and accompanied his mo. 
tion with a speech in its favor, of considerable 
merit. Bro. John Dowling, of Providence, sec. 
onded the motion, and made a few very pertinent 
and interesting remarks respecting the Bible, asa 
sufficient rule of faith and practice—as indeed the 
only authoritative rule of faith and practice, He 
showed clearly that the Baptists alone act on this 
principle ; and do not allow to tradition unwar. 
rantable authority. Infant baptism was alluded 
to as standing alone on tradition ; and those who 
sustain this, and like other traditions, without Bi. 
ble authority, were cautioned against travelling 
any farther in the road to Rome, lest they should 
soon find themselves enfolded in the arms of the 
Mother of Abominations. The Report was adop. 
ted, and ordered to be printed.

He then went on to 
show, in a most learned manner, the necessity of 
a new version of the Scriptures for the modern 
Greeks, arising out of various imperfections in 
their present version, many of the renderings of 
which are radically erroneous. It is hoped the 
address will be printed. The resolution was sec. 
onded by Rev. A. D. Gillette, of Philadelphia, 
and passed. 

Bro, Elisha Tucker, of N. York, then present. 
ed the following resolution ; 


Resolved, That the thanks of this Society be 
presented to our late Corresponding Secretary, 
the Rev. Charles G. Sommers, who has gratuit. 
ously served the Society from its commencement, 
and whose services have contributed essentially 
to its prosperity at home, and its usefulness abroad. 

The resolution was seconded by the Rev. A. 
Maclay, D. D., of New York, and unanimously 
adopted. 

The Society then adjourned to meet in the 
house of the First Baptist church, Philadelphia,

when it doth not speak. Many times for the pres- 
ent it is silent, and seemeth to take notice of those 
circumstances of guilt ; but they are all register- 
ed, and produced at the last day; the very filth 
of thy fingers in telling money will be an evi- 
dence that thou hast defiled thy soul with the love 
of it.— Manton.
